Dear Mr. Dulles s 

As you know, this Friday, April 25th, marks the 7th 
anniversary of the meeting of the American and Soviet 
armies at the Elbe. 

Would it be appropriate for a senior officer still on 
active duty to say a few words in remembrance of this occa- 
sion? A salutation to old comrades-in-arms might be use- 
ful in creating friction between Red Amy career officers 
and the politically elite. (General J. Lawton Collins com- 
manded the VII Corps, to which the 69th Infantry, the first 
unit to meet the Red Army, was attached on April 28, 1945.) 

May I, as an interested amateur, take heart at the 
recent pronouncements of a distinguished statesman who 
deplores "containment” and hope that seme day soon it 
may be feasible to establish a Legion of Liberation under 
the NATO army? I appreciate that under the circumstances 
this question must be regarded as rhetorical.
